Dear Madam Chairperson, 


1996/97 has been an unprecedented year in the history of the OFDC. The magnitude 
of organizational change cannot be underestimated as the corporation responded to the 
shift in government direction and a new set of industry challenges. 

The year began in an environment of enormous uncertainty for both the OFDC 
and the province's film and television industry with the majority of existing OFDC fund- 
ing programs frozen and under review. The May 1996 provincial budget confirmed the 
elimination of all existing OFDC business assistance programs and the introduction of a 
new OFDC-administered labour-based tax credit incentive for Ontario producers. At the 
same time, the agency's operating funding from the Ministry was cut by 93%. 

The Senior Management team worked with its Board of Directors in the late 
spring and summer of 1996 to develop an 18-month business plan for the corporation. 
This plan reflects a redefined corporate purpose for the OFDC and a completely new 
menu of programs and services. The plan required a comprehensive and far-reaching 
change management process. It built on the re-engineering work begun in 1994/95 to 
streamline and reposition the organization for the future. 

Numerous client consultations were initiated to aid in the development of new 
programs and services with particular emphasis on tax credit implementation, training 
and skills development, and location facilitation services. This fiscal year-end report is a 
reflection of the first six months of activity in support of the new business plan. It is 
important to note that during this period staff also worked to wind down files related to 
programs that were discontinued. 

| am very proud of the corporation's progress to date in support of our new man- 
date and 18-month business plan. Several significant milestones have already been 
accomplished and | am confident in our ability to achieve our new corporate objectives 
in the next fiscal year.

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The May 1996 budget brought two significant changes for the OFDC. The provincial 
government confirmed the total elimination of all business assistance programs, includ- 
ing those delivered by the OFDC. These programs had been frozen by the government 
since July 1995. At the same time, the budget announced the creation of the Ontario 
Film and Television Tax Credit (OFTTC) program to be co-administered by the OFDC 
and the Ministry of Finance. While these announcements confirmed the existence of the 
OFDC, they also meant a change in direction for the corporation and in its relationship 
with its traditional client base. 

The immediate challenge facing the OFDC was to re-engineer itself to meet both 
government and industry objectives. As articulated in the spring provincial budget, new gov- 
ernment priorities were to create an “open for business” climate in Ontario, to aggressively 
market Ontario to the 
world, and to help busi- 
nesses equip themselves to 
take full advantage of the 
healthy economic climate 
in the province. 

The continued growth of the provincial film and television industry faced a variety 
of challenges due to the constant and rapid changes taking place in all aspects of its 
infrastructure. Cutbacks to government spending, changes to the existing regulatory 
framework, the emergence of new technologies, as well as the appearance of new 
financing sources, produced a time of uncertainty for the industry. 

Adopting the objectives of the new government, and, in light of the needs of 
industry, the OFDC management identified areas where there was an appropriate role 
for government intervention in the sector: 


The immediate challenge Facing the 
OFDC was to re-engineer itself 


Attracting and holding a large volume of production to the province 
Competition between Canadian and US jurisdictions is intense due to the high economic 
and employment benefits of film and television production. Maintaining a large, consis- 
tent volume of activity is essential to support the highly developed production infra- 
structure which, in turn, is one of Ontario's key advantages as a filming destination. This 
highlights the importance of developing policies and incentives designed to secure and 
maintain Ontario's competitive advantage.

Entrepreneurial skills development 
Notwithstanding the success of the 
more established companies, much of 
the film and television industry consists 
of small, undercapitalized companies 
that lack the business resources and 
market knowledge which would enable 
them to make the leap to global 
exploitation and full dependence on the 
international marketplace. 


Research and statistical information 
The fluctuating and fragmented nature 
of the industry makes it difficult to 
obtain accurate statistics on the eco- 
nomic value of the sector in terms of employment and investment. In order to formulate 
appropriate policy for the sector, it is essential that both government and industry have 
access to data that accurately assesses its economic potential. 


Focus on emerging talent, development and training 
Emerging producers experience problems gaining access to broadcast windows or distri- 
bution advances making it difficult for them to obtain financing from the marketplace. 
New producers need to develop the skills to enable them to take their place in the com- 
mercial system in order to sustain the growth and ongoing health of the sector. In addi- 
tion, rapid technological changes create a paramount need for continual skills updating. 


ACHIEVING THE MANDATE 

The OFDC legislated mandate has not changed since the corporation's inception and it 
remains as relevant to the more mature industry of 1997 as it had been to the emerging 
film and television industry of 1986. 


To create and stimulate employment and investment in Ontario by developing and pro- 
moting resident Ontario companies and projects producing, distributing, and marketing 
film, television, video works and related products created by Canadians. 


However, the OFDC required a different approach to delivering its mandate as a 
result of the recent government changes. In addition, the corporation needed to be flex- 
ible and responsive to a complex, changing and fragmented industry.

The redefined purpose reflects the new financial realities for the corporation and 
incorporates the change in government priorities into its operating philosophy. 
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OFDC CORE PURPOSE 


To create an environment advantageous to the growth of the film and television sector 
and to assist the entry of emerging filmmakers into the industry. 


An 18-month business plan was adopted to ensure delivery on the core purpose by the 
end of 1997/98. A key element of the 18-month plan was the development of four 
inter-related, results-driven strategic objectives that would govern OFDC activities: 


OFDC STRATEGIC OBJECTIVES 
Objective 1 
Remove barriers and create a stable environment conducive to growth. 


» Objective 2 
Ensure that all parties — large and small, domestic and foreign — are aware of the 
advantages available in Ontario. 


Objective 3 
Provide entry level and small producers with opportunities to equip themselves with 
the skills necessary to succeed in this competitive, changing world. 


Objective 4 
Revitalize and reorient the OFDC to enable it to achieve its corporate purpose. 


CORPORATE RESTRUCTURING AND RE-ENGINEERING FOR THE FUTURE 

In order to successfully deliver on the business plan, Senior Management committed to 
a major restructuring of the organization and a re-orientation of its operating philosophy. 
Management built on the re-engineering work undertaken in 1994/95 to reinvent and 
reposition the OFDC into a more focused and flexible organization. 

The underlying principles of the new operating philosophy include harmonization of 
program delivery, standardization of procedures, a devolution of authority, creation of 
external partnerships, a client-driven focus, measurement of corporate performance, con- 
tinuous improvement of processes, and the support of strong corporate management and 
leadership. Working with a significantly reduced budget the OFDC has developed a set of 
programs and services based on a business approach that 
maximizes the economic benefit of the industry to Ontario 
through investment and jobs, increases private sector part- 
nerships to lever public sector resources into more compre- 
hensive activities, and positions the agency to act as the 
conduit for others to deliver needed services and programs.

OFDC CORPORATE PURPOSE 
AND OBJECTIVES 
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The provincial government has modified its approach and expanded its reach in the film 
and television sector with the removal of direct financing and the introduction of new 
tax incentives. In May 1996, the provincial government introduced a labour-based tax 
incentive, the Ontario Film and Television Tax Credit (OFTTC), with targeted benefits to 
eligible Ontario-based film and television producers. This tax credit program was 
designed to maintain Ontario's competitive advantage as a production centre as well as 
ensure that the industry has a stable and predictable financial base from which to grow. 

As administrator of the OFTTC, the 
OFDC was directly involved in the develop- 
ment and implementation of the program. 
Working with the Ministry of Finance, and by 
building on its existing client relationships, the 
OFDC was responsible for maintaining an open 
relationship between government and industry. 
The OFDC organized consultations with key 
players, including producers, lawyers, interim 
financial lenders, and federal colleagues, to 
ensure that the needs of industry were consid- 
ered in the resulting OFTTC legislation. 

A potential barrier to successful OFTTC 
implementation was the complexity of tax sys- 
tems and the film industry's unfamiliarity with 
tax credits. The OFDC concentrated on 
designing the program and its administrative 
processes with a client focus that emphasized 
ease of access, simplicity and speed of process. 
Its attempts to simplify a complicated tax pro- 
gram included the distribution of “plain English” interpretations of program regulations, 
tip sheets of commonly-asked questions, and the development of cycle time standards 
for application processing. To ensure the broadest uptake for the OFTTC, the OFDC 
developed a variety of communication tools and methods to provide information and . 
assistance to all eligible 
producers. These included 
frequent information bul- 
letins and seminars tar- 
Be eda oth ettablished access, simplicity and speed of process 
and emerging producers. 

Another key design element of the new provincial credit was harmonization with 
its federal counterpart, the Canadian Film or Video Tax Credit program. It is hoped that 
harmonization of processes and interpretations will result in a simpler application process 
for producers applying to both credit programs.

Throughout 1996/97, despite the turmoil in the rest of the organization, the Location 
Promotion and Services (LPS) department operated in a ‘business as usual’ environment. 
It continued in its activities to promote the province as a production location to both 
domestic and foreign producers. 

In this fiscal year, the OFDC assisted in attracting $481 million of film and televi- 
sion production activity to the province. This figure represents an overall decrease from 
the 1995/96 fiscal year production total of $550 million. Uncertainty in the domestic 
production community, resulting from the elimination of OFIP and other OFDC pro- 
grams, was reflected in a decrease of $43 million in 
domestic production. Foreign production activity was 
down slightly when compared to the previous year; 
however, that year's total was unusually high due to 
a large-budget feature film production. 

This year, the OFDC adopted two new pro- 
motional strategies that focused on providing more 
efficient service to its foreign clients and targeting 
more intentionally the large domestic production 
companies operating in the province. In order to put 
these new strategies in place, the LPS department 
conducted an internal process review which led to a 
redesign of its service model for both its domestic and 
foreign clients. In addition, the OFDC launched the 
“ON LOCATION" web-site as a new communica- 
tions effort to foreign clients.

ment co-ordinated the third annual Thank You “Productions that have applied for tax credits and/or 
Toronto/Ontario campaign designed to counteract received facilitation services

» In partnership with industry participants, the OFDC provided market stands at 
MIPCOM and MIP-TV — the two largest international television markets. The stands 
create a forum for participation for Ontario distribution companies and act as a highly 
visible promotional opportunity for the province. This year, the OFDC also launched its 
first Market Mentorship site at MIP-TV to introduce emerging Ontario producers to the 
international marketplace. 


» The OFDC provided both direct financial support and staff resources to the 1996 
Toronto International Film Festival — now considered by the international film industry to 
be the second most influential film festival in the world. The festival results in consider- 
able economic benefit and international exposure for the province each year. The OFDC

also sponsored the festival Sales Office which co-ordinates the sales activity of attend- 
ing film buyers, sellers, exhibitors and programme directors from around the world. This 
year's attendance figures and initial acquisitions totals were the highest recorded to date. 

In addition, the OFDC funded a major film collection preservation initiative of the 
Cinematheque Ontario. The purpose of the project was to cull and refocus the film col- 
lection by preserving only the most unique film material. 


The OFDC continued to grow its partnership with the municipal Toronto Film and 
Television Office to deliver complementary services, co-develop and fund promotional 
activities and continued to co-sponsor a marketing representative based in Los Angeles. 


The OFDC believes the long-term sustainability of Ontario's film and television sector 
is dependent upon the successful development of its emerging talent and the sector's 
commitment to ensuring that a long-term training strategy and structures are in place 
for the future. 

To support this belief, the OFDC created a Skills Development and Marketing 
Initiatives (SDMI) department to establish partnerships with industry to identify existing 
training gaps and work together to deliver larger and more comprehensive programs than 
would otherwise exist. All programs involve hands-on participation of industry profes- 
sionals in order to ensure the relevancy and effectiveness of each training opportunity. 


ACT AS A CATALYST WITHIN THE ESTABLISHED TRAINING 
INFRASTRUCTURE TO PROVIDE SKILLS DEVELOPMENT OPPORTUNITIES 


The OFDC created the Partnerships in Training program to partner with existing organiza- 
tions that provide skills training to emerging filmmakers and to work in partnership with 
industry to develop opportunities where there are identified gaps in training.

The OFDC launched the Market Mentorships program which brings together emerging 
producers and experienced industry professionals to participate in key market forums. 
The program includes support for mentored participation at international markets as well 
as the development of structured immersions to accelerate producers’ knowledge of 
international markets. 


PROVIDE PRACTICAL OPPORTUNITIES FOR FILMMAKERS TO DEMONSTRATE 
THEIR ABILITIES 


The OFDC initiated discussions with potential industry partners to create a Calling Card 
program to enable emerging filmmakers to create a short film that would act as a “calling 
card" of their professional abilities. 


The OFDC supported several key skills development initiatives delivered by its industry 
partners: 


The OFDC continued its partnership with the Canadian Film Centre. New initiatives 
for the Film Centre included the launch of MediaLinx h@bitat, an innovative media train- 
ing, resource and research complex. 


The OFDC co-sponsored the creation of an on-line comprehensive database of 
industry training programs available across Canada with the Canadian Film and Television 
Production Association (CFTPA). The goal of the database is to enhance accessibility to 
skills development information. 


In order to achieve its objectives in support of a redefined core purpose, the OFDC 
Senior Management team embarked on a major restructuring of the corporation. 

All departments responsible for direct business assistance programs were eliminat- 
ed and work to close all 
outstanding files was 
commenced. This trans- 
lated into the dismantling 


The organization embarked on a 


major restructuring of three corporate depart- 

ments — Production and 

Development, Sales and Marketing and Business and Legal Affairs. The launch of new pro- 
grams and services resulted in the creation of three new corporate departments — Tax 
Credits, Skills Development and Marketing Initiatives and Corporate Development and 
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Operations. The only untouched division of the corporation was the Location Promotion 
and Services department. 

The implications of structural changes to the organization were significant and 
far-reaching with the total number of staff positions reduced from 42 to 32 - a 26% 
reduction. In addition, due to the OFDC's inability to retain staff through this period of 
tremendous uncertainty, 
several staff members 
chose to return to the pri- 
vate sector. The actual 
staff loss, including lay- 
offs, was 18 people, rep- 
resenting a 45% staff reduction. Eight staff members were retrained and reassigned to 
other areas of the corporation and a recruitment process was initiated to fill six new 
positions. While necessary, the changes, when coupled with government hiring diffi- 
culties, created a stressful and often difficult work environment. 

In addition to staff changes, the corporation completed a major computer systems 
and skills upgrade both to support the activities of the revised programs and services and 
to improve productivity across the organization. 

During this period, Senior Management foresaw a number of factors that could 
impact on the over-all effectiveness of the OFDC’s Board of Directors. Half of the existing 
Board members were due to retire in early 1997, with the other half including the 
Chairperson scheduled for retirement in early 1998. In addition, due to the existence of 
Board sub-committees, Board members tended to develop differing levels of knowledge 
of the organization. Management realized that governance changes were necessary if 
the corporation was not to find itself with an uninformed and disengaged Board by the 
spring of 1998. In concert with the Executive committee, Senior Management developed 
a new governance structure for the OFDC, based on private sector models, that changed 
the composition of the Board, eliminated sub-committees and created a detailed set of 
expectations concerning the role and duties of the Board.

1. Background 

The Corporation was established, without share capital, on January 30, 
1986 by Regulation under section 5 of the Development Corporations 
Act. The main purpose of the Corporation is to create and stimulate 
employment and investment in the Ontario film, television and video 
industries. 


2. Significant Accounting Policies 

These financial statements have been prepared in accordance with gen- 
erally accepted accounting principles. The return of investment under 
assistance programs is recorded on a cash basis because a reasonable esti- 
mate of the amounts to be collected cannot be made. Accounts payable- 
programs will be paid out of existing funds when certain requirements are 
satisfactorily met by recipients. Final payments under the programs may 
exceed one year. 


As is currently generally accepted for not-for-profit public sector entities, 
capital assets are charged to expenditure in the year of acquisition. 


3. Cash and Short-term Deposits 
Cash and short-term deposits include $13,000 (1996 — $28,227) of investments maturing 
within one year, with a market value that approximates carrying value. 


4. Uncommitted Balances of Grants Received 

Cash and short-term deposits and surplus include uncommitted balances of grants received 
from the Ministry of Citizenship, Culture and Recreation, revenues and recoupments received 
from investment projects, and interest earned on funds temporarily in the Investment account. 


5. Operating Expenses 

Operating expenses include salaries and benefits of the Corporation's permanent employees 
paid on behalf of the Corporation by the Ministry of Citizenship, Culture and Recreation; other 
operating expenses are paid directly by the Corporation from an operating grant provided by 
the Ministry. Office accommodation costs of $329,500 have been absorbed by the 
Management Board of Cabinet and are not included in the statement of operations and surplus. 


6. Assistance Programs 
During the year, the corporation ceased committing financial assistance.

7. Commitments 

As at March 31, 1997, the Corporation was contractually committed, pending satisfaction of 
certain requirements, to net rebate payments totalling $2,168,248 under the Ontario Film 
Investment Program. In addition, the Corporation was contractually committed to advance 
net funds totalling $241,750 to applicants under its assistance programs and $20,625 under 
its Skills Development and Marketing Initiatives program. 


8. Comparative Figures

rent year's presentation.
